on, without reſenting it tothe utmoſt of his Ability : And if, ac- 
cording to the common Opinion of ſome of our Neighbours, Sce- 
Forum ingenia fint prefervida, an Aﬀevnt of that Nature is enough 
to make them boil over. Hence it is, that ia a former Endeavour 
1 could not forbear to beſprinkle, Scotico acero, ſome degenerate 
Monſters of our Country, who expoſed to contempt, as much as 
in them lay, whatever Scotſmen account dear in things Civil and 


Had ir been only a particular Party, or ſome ſuch 'd Clubs 
as diſgraced the Name of Parliaments in former el onghely en- 
acted ſuch Laws as their Majeſties, with your Advice, have 
declared to be impious ; it, 1 ay been thus, the Matter might 
have been the more calily digeſted ; but to have a lawful and a free- 
ly eleted Parliament of Scovland, charged in a Neighbouring King- 
dom with a deliberate and malicious Liein an ACt ſo unanimouſly re- 
ſolv*d on and duly canvas'd, as was that of your Aſſembly, concern- 
ing the Nation's being firſt reformed by Presbyters 3 and that there- 
fore Presbyterian Government is moſt ſutable to the Inclinatioos of 
our Peoplc 4 1 ſay, to have a Lie of that Nature charged upda you,

isa Piece of Impudence that none but the Party culpable could be 
guilty of. And yet, as if they bad a mind to exhauſt all the Frex- 
{ere of the bottomleſs Pit at once, and to bankrupt the-Malice-and 
Falſhood of Hell for ever after, they go on to charge you! further, 
with lodging the Government of the Church, in the Handgof ſuch 
blaſphemous ignorant and immoral Beaſts, as Africa never produ- 
ced the like; and to aggravate your Guilt, would. make our,Neigh- 
bouring Nation believe, that at the fame time you'have tork'd out 
ſuch a Generation of Miniſters, as the Primitive Church would 
have been proyd of for their SanCtity, and. adar?d for their Learn- 
ing. Thus thoſe common: Incendlaries, in. their printed Libels, 
treat the Parliament of Scorland ;,, which for the Antiquity of its 
Standing, and fulneſs of its Power, gives place to none in Ewrope. 
But it 1s not to be wondred at, moſt Noble Patriots, that that Par- 
ty ſhould treat: you- thus, . ſeeing they hate: your being any otherwiſe 
than to: ſervsias therr Druders, aud devonr the beſt "and. induſtrigy6s 
Part of the Subjetts;, by which both you, and that Ancient King- 
dom which+you irepreſent, were well-nigh entomb'd - in Oblivwian 
and Diſgrace. It was that Party who changed a well-limited and 
regular Monarchy, into an-abſolute' and uncontroulable Tyranny:; 
that durſt arrogate» a. Pawer to: caſs and annul your firmeſt Laws, 
and treat you 'with;Contempt as'perfett Slaves (4). + It was that Par- 
ty who'robbed Chrift of his Prerogatives Royal, 'to be Jewels in 
the Crowns of their Abſolute Monarchs (6).-- It was that Party 
which-robbed che People of-their Conſciences, to bring them.toan 
abſolute depeadance on the Prelaticel Mitres(c) : , And not only: de- 
prived you of the Property: of your Houſes: (4), but denied you a 
fafe Retreat into your own Hearts (e). - It was that Party who 
rendred K. James the Sixth ſo much a Prelatical Bigot, as to the di- 
ſturbante both of Church and State, and contrary to his Oath, to 
obtrude Biſhops upon the Nation; and perſecute the ſincereſt Prote- 
ſtants, while at the ſame time he indulged the Papiſts; and in fine, 
bad ſach an averſion for his Native Country, that: inſtead of ſee- 
ing it once in three Years, for adminiſtring. Juſtice according to his 
Promiſe, he never came to it but once after bis Succeſſion to the 
Crownof England ;, and inſtead of favouring, bis Church of _

land, which he-pretended once ſo much to admire, ke perſecuted 
thoſe who declin?d a Conformity with the Church of England. It 
was that Party who: influenced Cherles the Firſt, though-a Native 
of Scotland, to putſuchan intolerable Aﬀront upon the Nation, as 
to-demand their Crown: to be ſent to. England ; and afterwards to 
invade us'with a formidable Army, deſigning an abſolore Conqueſt, 
and in an unnatural manner to ſabje&t that Nation to his newly ac- 
quired Crown z which his Anceſtors did ſo-much diſdain, that they 
maintgird' 300 Years Wari npon that Head with no fmall Glory. 
And how the Fation- prevail'd with Charles the Second, to: requite 
our Nation for making themſelyes 2 Field of. Blood in Defence of 
his Title, is ſo freſh, that it.needs not be recapitulated ; and it is 
yet much- more recent, how well K. Fame: the Seventh rewarded us 
for'owning'his Right of Succeſſion, when England had in a manner 
ſpued him out by the Bill of Excluſion ; he, 1 ſay, rewarded us, 
by publiſhing ſuch deſporical Proclamations, as with an unparallel'd 
audacity,declarcd us Slayes to the perpanng Infamy of that Genera- 
tion of Scotſmen,who were ſo tamcly bereft of their Liberty, which 
our Noble Progenitors maintained againſt Romans, Pilts, Britains, 
Danes, Saxons, Normans and Engliſh, for twenty preceeding Ages. 
So that 1 fay, conſidering how the Prelatical Faction influenced thoſe 
four Monarchs to treat our Nation, thovgh they derived their Be- 
ing and Honour from_it; and were otherwiſe in many reſpects, 
tantorum hand quaquam indigns avorum. The Reſolve of your Auguſt 
Aſſembly, that Prelacy was an infupportable Grievance to that 
Kingdom, deferves to be engraven in Pillars of Corinthian Braſs ; 
-and that all:Scotfmen (as no doubt many thouſands will ) ſhould 
not only whet their Pens, but their Swords, in defence of it. It 
1s that Party, who in this Reign, impugn your Authority, by procu- 
ripg Letters from Court to command fuch things to the Aſſembly as 
by Law they are not obliged to comply with; and if they ſhould haye 
done it, could neither have been anſwerable to God nor your Honours 
for it, 80 pull down with their own Hands, that Hedg which he in 
his Providence, by your Att, hath ſet about the Church, in lodgi 
the Government upon themſelves, which no doubt the Wiſdom of 
your Auguſt Aſſt judged to be the beſt Expedient to ſecure the 
Peace of .the Church ; and yet for noncompliance, how did they 
procure the Diſſolution and Reproach of that. Aſſembly, to the ma- 
nifeſt violation of your Authority z- and that by the Advice of ſome 
Engliſh Conrtiers and Prelats, as if they, had a mind to homologate 
the Ancient Pretenſions of that Crawn and Church. over yours,

Aſſembly not able to give Advice ini our own Afairs, but fit to be

a5 their Party did formerly of the Engliſh Parliament, Thatir is bue 
aſt Tumour or Wen: for all who know our Hiſtory, are 


ſeniible of the ſhare which the Scots Parliaments have, from the firſt 
Conſtitution of our Goverament, been polleſt of, not only in the 
Legiſlative, but the Executive Power : if our Hiſtorians may be 
beiteved, laid the Foundation, and have often-times fince regulated 
and limited the Power of our Monarchy ; and to the eternal Cog- 
fuſion of all thoſe who would infinuate the danger thereof to Ki 

ly Government, have, notwithſtanding, preſerved our Monarchy 

- longer and more uninterrupted Succeflion than any Nation of 

* Exrope. 

Ir is not nnknown to yoar Auguſt Afﬀembly what Convulſions 
the Prelatical Party have thrown the Kingdom into, fince the firſt 
Intruſion of their Prelacy ; and how near the Ruine both of our 
Religious and Civil Liberties were effefted, by their Concurreace 
with the Tyranny of the late Reigns, repreſented in your Claim of 
Rightz and therefore the World cannot but juſtify your Conduct 
in depriving them of any ſhare of the Goverament of the Church, 

which they only ſeek, that they may undermine ; and tho they 
ſhould comply with the Terms required in Law, yet their former 

Perjuries and contradiftory Teſts are but too ſhrew*d Cauſes to 
ſulpett their future Levity, which, together with the Diſaffeted- 

\ neſs they have generally evidenced to the preſent Government, de- 

monſtrates how danpgerovs it is to entruſt them with the Condu&t 

of on Conſciences. And what may juſtly render them hateful 

- to all honeſt Scots-men, is the Obloquy and Reproach they have 
thrown here npon the whole Nation ; and their under-hand deal- 
ing with the high-flown Church-of- Exgland-Party, who have a 
Heart-hatred at our Conntry and Rehgioo z and have treated you 
with ſp much Contempt, that tho.you mor'd for an Union, and 
his Majefty was graciouſly pleaſed to back it, they difdain'd to give. 
him any Anſwer, as thinking you unworthy of a Politick or Tem- 
poral Union ; and yet they would be at forcing you to an Eccleſia- 
ffical and Spiritval Union, which if they-could effteRvate, the World 
muſt allow that they ought, in the next place,:to beg us for Fools, 
who con!d believe that they have a Kindneſs for our Souls, who 

haye one for our Bodies. Yer'this 5s the Party that our Sreteticnl 

, ountry- 
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Country-nien do fo much conrt and make” Application to, while 
they Mb 'Scots-men who are anthoriz'd to or hy Pe : 
So much have they diveſted themfelves of alt natural R to 
their Country, that if their Prelacy live, they care not tho the Name 
and Fame of Scotland die : and that they may effe{tuate their De- 
fgns, theres no doubt but they will be forming Parties in your 
Auguſt Aſſembly, and make many fair Pretences of deſiring Liberty 
only to exercife what belongs to their pretended indelible Charatter 
of Paſtors, and promiſe to undertake nothing to the Diſturbance 
of the publick Tranquility : Bur their worming themſelves in by 
degrees in King James the Vitirs time under fair Pretences, and 
- then overturning all when they had opportunity, is a ſufficient 
Caveat to beware of them, as inwardly ravening Wolves, tho out- 
wardly they appear in Shezps Cloathing,. Your Anguſt Aſſembly 
cannot ſo ſoon haye forgot that the Nation was almoft totally ruined, 
your Counties invaded by favage Highlanders, your Tenants 
murdered, and Families imporeriſt'd, your Houſes plundered, your 
Wives, Davghters, and Relations raviſh'd, your ſelves and tender 
Infants expoſed to Wandring, Hunger, Nakednefs and Cold, and 
all the Miſeries and Oppreſlions which you groan'd under in the 
late Reigns, both as to Soul and Body. I ſay your Honours cannot cer- 
tainly have forzot theſe things, fo far as to be prevail'd vpon by any 
I:ſinuations whatever, again to deliver up your bleeding Churc 
and Country into rhe Hands of that FaCtion, leſt the latter end be: 
worſe than the firſt. | 
There's no cauſe to fear a Rupture wich Englardon that acconnt;. 
The good Church-of- England Laity, and nota few of their Clergy, 
have lacurred danger enough from their high-flown Tantivies, and: 
have ſmarted fufficiently under their Doctrine of Paſſive Obedience, 
to make them cautions and willing to ſecure themſelves from their 
Fury, fo far will they. be from concurring with-them againſt you, 
The chief Arguments uſed here for re-admitring the Prelaticak 
Clergy are, That it will contribute to- his Majeſty% Intereſt, and. 
pleaſe the Church of England, and ſupply the vacant Congrega- 
tions. As to the firſt, How it can promote his Majeſty% Intereſt 
to diſoblige the greateſt part of Scotland, and all the Diſſenters in: 
England and telend, is beyond, the reach of Mankind to determine.. 
2. How it can be ſuppoſed tbat a Party, who have hitherto-wienelled! 
£ muck Rancour againſt his Majeſty's Perſon, Family and Govern- 
ment asthe Seots Epiſcopal Cler e done,is only to be eb 
by thoſe who can frcar c Oaths, Jz-our Curats —_ 
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their infamous Teſts, &c. As to the ſecond, That it will pleaſe 
the Church of England; it may _ealily be anſwered, that we do 
not owfthem ſo much Kindgeſs.z and if we did, we muſt fir 

know what that Church of England is that we muſt oblige; for 
hitherto fhe hath been an 1r:divideum Yagum, that no body knows 
where to find, it being as difficult to define her, as-to make a 
Coat for the Moon. Her Doftrinal Articles are own'd by. us, and 
all good Proteſtants; but that is not the Charatteriſtick of 
the Church of England- for in the late Reigns Paſſive Qbedience 
and Nonreſiſtance were her Shibboleth ;, but now ſhe hath renounced 
thoſe Dottrines, by ating diametrically oppoſite to them. And for 
a Charatter of the Church of England in this Reign, we cannot 
certainly haye it better than from a Vote of the laſt Houſe of 
Commons, who reſolved on an Addreſs of Thanks to his Majeſty 
for the Care he had taken of the Church of England, in the Altera- 
tion which was then made in the Lieutenancy -of London ; and that 
was, becauſe by the itl Advice of a certain Prelate and others, the 
Military Power of the City was lodg'd in thoſe who had ſurren- 
dred her Charter, and dipp'd their Hands in the Blood of my 
Lord Ruſſel, Colonel Ro, Alderman Corniſh, &c. and contributed 
to the Arbitrary. Methods of the late Reigns : And becauſe this 
is but one half of the Parliament, let's look into the higher Houſe, 
and there you will find, that according to the opinion of none of 


"the leaſt Church-of-England-Men, when the, Act paſs*d for depri- 


hn the Nonjurant Biſhops, it was look*d upon as a fatal Blow 
ta the Church of Exzgland. So that in plain terms, the -Jacobite 


. Party is what that Faftion means by the Church of England. And 


as a Commentary upon rhe Text, let's but conſider the main En- 
gine which they have nade uſe of to quaſh the Diſcovery of all Plots 
againſt the Government, and we ſhall find that it was by giving 
out. thoſe Diſcoyeries as the Efforts of Republicans and Dilleters 
againſt the Church. of -England; and if we look nearer home, and 
conſider how it comes to. paſs. that; ſuch Men are adyanced to. the 
higheſt Places in the Scots Government, who were the Contrivers, 
Enafters, and bloody Executianers of thoſe Laws which your 
Auguſt £othe hath declgred.to; be impious, we fhall find it to be

aforcMild Party. Now all theſe things being conſide 
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(ix) 
appear, whether it be your Intereſt to oblige this Church or not. 
Or, if we take her according to the general. Acceptation of B:- 
ſhops and Ceremonies, the Vote of your: Augiſt Aſſembly concerning 
Prelacy, your Act eſtabliſhing Presbytery as molt agreeable ro the 
Word of God, and the Oppoſition made to the Ceremonies by our 
Country in Charles the Firit*s time, will ſpeedily determine the caſe. 
And it will yet appear leſs reaſonable to oblige that Church, ſo 
taken, if we conlider, that thoſe of her -own Communion, and the 
beſt of them too, lovk upon both: Biſhops and Ceremonies .to be 
indifferent, and not of Divine Inſtitution, as may be ſeen by the, 
Writings of Mr. Hickeringil, Counſellor Stephens, and Stillingfleet”s 
Irenicum, $0 that in effect, the beſt of the Church-of- England- 
Communion are embark'd in the ſame Bottom with your ſelves, 
and the common Enemies of -both call them Presbyterians as well 
as you, and treated them accordingly in the late Reigns : So that 
from that worthy part of the Church of England, who are Men of 
good Lives, and keep firm to the Dotftrine of their Church, you 
need fear no Oppoſition; for to do them Juſtice, they are as zealous 
for the Proteſtant Religion as any, and never join'd in perſecuting 
their Brethren of a different Opinion, 


To what they pretend of ſupplying the vacant Churches, may 
ſpeedily be replied ; The Aſſembly hath declared their Willingneſs 
to employ ſuch of them as are Godly and Orthodox, And as for 
others, the good old way of our Church in the Reformation ( when 
Miniſters were ſcarcer than now ) of appointing Men to preach by 
turns to thoſe yacant. Congregations till they can be otherwiſe ſup- 
plied, is the much ſafer and better Expedient, than to entruſt ſuch Men 
with the Charge of other Peoples Souls, who have diſcovered ſo little 
care of their own, and whom in your Wiſdom. you objetted againſt 
as the great and inſupportable Grievance of . the Nation. Nor 
have you any ſuch Encouragement from their former Succeſs to 
imploy them again : and if it ſhall ſeem good in your Eyes to go 
on as you begun, and encourage a. Reformation, ſuch of our 
Country-men as are abroad, will be the ſooner prevail'd with to 
come home 3 and others to proſecute their Studies, to adapt them 
for the Miniſtry, and fll up the Vacancies; for it. cannot be hid 
from your llluſtrious Allembly, that the intruſting the chief Ene- 
mies of the Presbyterians in the Government, is a great Diſcou- 
ragement to all that wiſh well to our Church or Coporalhs and.

adminiſters but too juſt cauſe of Suſpicion, that we muſt either be 
imbroiPd in a Civil War, or return'to or former Bondage, which. 
nothing but your Care, with his Majeſty*s Aſſiſtance and God's Bleſ.. 
ſing, is able to prevent. 


Your Honours may perhaps be inclin'd -to think, that there is 
too much Gall:in my Pen againſt our Prelatical Clergy ;,_but ſuch of 
your Number as have been lately at London, cannot but know what 
an,/Odium they have endeavoured to bring upon the Country in ge- 
neral, and your Avguſt Aſſembly in particular ; inſinuating, That 
you are neither the True ner full-Repreſentatirves of the Nation, and but 
a meer ſureptitious Faftion got together by the Opportunity of tum:1- 
ruous Times ;, and that you neither ated from a Principle of. Honour 
mor Conſcience, but did only what you thought would be pleaſing to the: 
Price of Orange. And hence they have uſed their utmoſt Endea.. 
vours'to-have you Dilloty'd, by the Intereſt of the high-flow Pre-. 
latica- Engliſh Courtiers, to whom they repreſent you in the black- 
eff Coldurs, which their Malice or Wit can invent : And not only 
ſo, 'but they make uſe of your Name, as. the Turkiſh Slaves do 
thoſe of their Barbarous Maſters from whom they have eſcaped, to 
move thoſe of the Church-of-England-Communion. to open their 
Purfes, pretending that you have turn'd them.out in a barbarous. 
and illegal manner, 'or that they Yave had ſuch and ſuch Indigni- 
ties and Afﬀeonts'put upon them. And thus they beg from ove Cler- 
gy-m2n'to another, and ſpend what they get. at. Taverns and Ale- 
houſes, or ſitting up whote Nights at Cards,. particularly at Afills 
in Weſtminſter, or Hatchinſons 1n the = Gps.” © and when their 
Stock 'is ſpent; renew the begging Trade, or elſe troop- about the 
Country, and with their ſto'h "Sermons, or railing invectives a- 
gainft the Government of Scorland, both in Church and State, inſi- 
nuate themſelves into the Adorers of Biſhops and Ceremonies ;. 
for. the latter of which, though they exclaim'd againſt them at 
Home;they:profeſs themſelves to be mighty Zzalots Abroad: and thus. 
they dilleminate their Poifon in our Neighbouring Nation, by their. 
lying Tongues and blafphemous Pamphlets. So that hence your. 
&vguſt Aſſembly may have a ſufficient view, whether it be ſafe to. 
reintroduce ſych Men into the -Church, who have given up them- 
ſcives to all mabner of Villanies, and are become Deyotoes to- 
thoſe unſcriptural Ceremonies, which occaſion'd the fatal War in- 
Charie>the. Firſts Time ; and have mm evidenced fuch Le-. 
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vity and Unſtedfaſtneſsboth in imbracing & rejecting them at Howe, 
- the Reyolution, that it's wie they are not acted by Pringi- 
ple, but tatereſt ; and that their Intereſt has been always cantr 
to what your Auguſt Aſlembly-hath now eſpouled, both as to. Pgki- 
cz and Religion, is [0 evident, that whoever caſts but an bye yp- 
dn the Hiſtory ever ſince they were ebtruded upon the Nation, 
may ſoon be convinc'd of it : Or by a ſhqcter yiew, if they ples 
byt to read the Grjevances which you deſired to be redre. y 
theit preſent Majeſties, of which the Biſhops and Clergy were for 
the aol rt Congrizers, Promoters and Actors. Aud we may the 
better be ſatisfied what thaſe Men who, now ſollicite for 2 Share jn 
the Gpvernment of the Church, do chiefly ajm at, both as tg that 
and the State, -if we do but conlider that their Principal Conyerle 
is. with the Jacobites 'ia England, and that the chicteſt of their 
Friends ace none of the beſt Williamites in Scotland. 


It's not uglike that your Hononrs may be accoſted with this a- 
monglt other Arguments, that admitting thoſe Men to a ſhare pf 
Church-Governmenr, will gratify the King towhom you are-ſo much 
obliged, which of ir ſelf is an impeachment of your Wiſdom; for 
none can ſo-well know the Nowbor for; Scotland as a free choſen. Par- 
liament, who {ce con ſeguenply fitteſt to give the King Adyice : 
And ſeeing the Intereſt of all good Kings, and their People, -is-one 
and the ſame, that ought to be moſt grateful to the King which is 
ſo to the People, and what that is you have already declared, ; It.is 
obyjous to thoſe that know our Hiſtqry, that ever ſince the Refor- 

jon, 'the Church of Scor/and hath claim'd a Right of. Calling and 
Adjourning-her own Aſſemblies, pro re vata ;, and what difaal Con- 
ſequences the Invaſion of that - Privilege hath been attended with, 
to thoſe Kings and Grandees who haye attempted, it, is ſo well 
knowp, that it cannotealily be forgot. . And whether King Fame: 


the Sixth's Curſe hath not taken place ypon thoſe of his Succeſfors 


who laraded the Church; the Revolagjans of the Crown havg. ſyf- 
keiently witneſſed : and -if the Hand of God: hath not, been ,xe- 


\markably ſeen in puniſhing thoſe Great, Ones who were , their

And beſides, his Majeſty is: really the Head! and Fountain of all 
Power in. the Church of England, who have not only their-Tem- 
poral Baronies and Honours from him, but are nominated: to their 
Biſhopricks by him : bur ſo it is not in Scorlend, where he hath di- - 
veſted: himſelf of: the Supremacy, and neither beſtows Lands nor 
Honours 
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"Honours upon Church-Men. Then the caſe being ſo, the Golden 


Rule, which commands us to do as we would be done by, ſhould 
cblige Engliſh-Men not ro meddle with our Church, no more than 
they. would have us to meddle with theirs; and if the Parliament 
of Scotland do paſs over what of that Nature is already done, 
it's not to be ſuppoſed that the Red Rampant Lion is become ſo 
much a Calf as not to roar ſometime or other, and make the fat- 
teſt and proudeſt of the Beaſts in the Field to tremble, as erſt of. 
old z but I hope and pray' that God will avert both the Cauſe. 
and the Effet. The Engliſh Biſhops did not gain ſo. much by the 
the laſt Belum -Epiſcopale againſt us, that they need to be fond of 
another ; and we doubt not to find as much Juſtice from the Parlia- 
ment of England now as we found then, and have no reaſon to doubt 
but King William would: be as ready as Charles the Firſt, to deliver up 
his Mioiſtersto . the Law..-if it ſhould be made appear againſt them 
that they 'have been meddling too much in our Aﬀairs. 

I know that our Scots:Prelatiſts poſleſs the Church of England, that 


; we think our ſelves obliged to endeavour the Extirpation of their 
\ Hierarchy, and upon that account prevail with them to endeayour 
'our Subverſion. 


But 1 would earneſthpbeg all moderate Men to weigh the following 
Anſwers. oY | 

1. That the reaſon of entring into that ſolema League and 
Covenant, was the Fury which the Engliſh Prelates evidenced at 
that time againſt the Chorch of Scotland, having excommunicated 
the ſame in all the Churches in England, forced a Service-Book, 
upon us more exceptionable than their own; and in Conjunction 
with Papiſts, enabled Charles the Firſt to raiſe 30000 Men againſt 
vs, when the Parliament of England refus'd to concur with him, in- 
ſomuch that that Expedition was called - the; Biſhops War. . But 
bleſſed be God his: preſent: Majeſty is far from -afiy ſuch Attempr, 
and the Engliſh Biſhops, the-chief of them ar-leaſt,' are Men of 
more Moderation : So that there'is no. ſuch cauſe for us to en- 
deavour the Overthrow of their Hierarchy. 

2. That the Scots Presbyterians do not at all think themſelves ob- 
liged; by that Coyenant, to endeavour a forcible extirpation of 
the Engliſh Prelacy, but in Concurrence with the Parliament of 
England: and therefore ſo long as they have nor their Call ro the 
Work, the Engitſh Prelacy is in no Hazard ; and the beſt way to 
keepwo, is for the Church of England to carry modeſtly, and nei- 
ther-to meddle with us, nor give their own Parliament occaſion to 


make 
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make ſach a Vote againſt them, as the Parliament of Scotland made 
againſt our Biſhops, That they were the great and inſupportable 
Grievance of the Nation : ſo that they have their Safety in their 
own Hand. But if they ſhould be fo infatuated to proceed as they 
began, in relation to the late General Aſſembly of the Church of 
Scotland ;, or if they be ſuch Fools, as to concur to the ſtifling of 
all Plots againſt his Majeſty as hitherto, becauſe ſo many of their 
own Communion are concerned in them, let them blame themſelyes 
for what will be the unavoidable Conſequences, ſoon or late : for 
the Church-of- England Laity are too good Proteſtants and Engliſh- 
men, to be always led by the Clergy, or continually hood-wink'd, 
and not diſcover the Plots carried on againſt the State, under pre- 
tence of Zeal to the Church z of which me-thinks the Hot-headed 
Clergy ſhould take warning, ſeeing they may eafily perceive how 
little Ground - their Paſſive Obedience had gain*d, when the honeſt 
Church-of-England Laicks found themſelves in hazard by K. Fames, 
as to their Liberties and Religion. 

Next I would earneſtly beg, that they would conſider how the 
FaQtion, under a pretence of Zeal for the Church, and againſt Preſ- 
bytery, ſcrew'd up the Prerogative to ſuch a height, rhat Engliſh- 
men had very near loſt their Liberty and Property. It was this 
miſtaken Zeal that threw out the Bill of Excluſion, ſurrendred the 

Charters of Corporations, enabled the King to pack Parliaments,. 
pick Juries, and cut off whomſoeyer he pleaſed, under pretence 
of Law. It was this miſtaken Zeal, that bronght the late Reign, 
and all the direful Effefts of ir, which we: have already felt, or are 
Kill impending upon us. It was this: miſtaken Zeal which delay'd 
his preſent Majeſty's Acceſs to the Throne z gave the Enemies op- 
portunity to ruin Ireland, raife a Rebellion in-Scotland, and Plot, as 
they doſtill, in England; And ſhall we never be aware of it ? Me- 
thinks that if the Church of England compared Things paſt and 
preſent, She might eaſily perceive that this intemperate Heat againſt 
Presbytery, doth naturally iſſue in Popery and Slavery ;. and that ſhe 
has much more reaſon to unite, for Defence of the Proteſtant Inte- 
reſt, and her own Doftrinat Articles, with the Church of Scorland, 
than by eſpouſing the Cauſe of a few profligate- or traiterous Cler- 
zy-men, becauſe Epiſcopal, run her ſelf into: unavoidable Dan- 


ers. 
n Is it poſſible that a Harmony in Diſcipline ſhould have more Power 


to unite diſtinet Intereſts, than a Harmony in-DoErine and Agree- 
men 


-ment-under one” Civil Head, hath to cement thoſe who drive the 
ſame Intereſt ? It cannot be unknown to the Church of England, if 
ſhe believes either their Majeſties Proclamations, or conſiders the 
procedure - of his Parliament, and other Gourts in Scotland, that 
the Prelatical Party there drive at a Deſign to reſtore K. James, 
And will ſhe yet entertain ſuch Vipers in her Boſom as their outed 
Clergy; and not only ſo, but for their ſakes entertain Suſpicions of 
his Majeſty, and ſollicite him againſt the Church of Scotland ? Can 

ſhe ſay that we haveever made any Addrels to him againſt the 
Church of England? and why ſhould they be more zealous againſt 
us than we againlt them ? Does ſhe not know that Arch-biſhop Vſher, 
and ſome of the greateſt of her Fathers, thought Epiſcopacy and 

. Presbytery reconcileable, -and the other things itt Controverſy in- 
different ? How is it then that ſhe thinks her Differences with King 
James and the Church of Rome more reconclleable, as ſhemuſt needs 
do ifſhe fall in with her own high-flown Tantivecs and out:Scots Pre- 
tatiſts? Bur I hope, if no Religious Conſiderations will prevail;that 

- the danger of their running the ſame Risk with us may, they ſeeing 
both they and we have the ſame Security, viz. the King's accepting 
of the Crown on ſuch and ſuch Conditions, and conſenting to Acts 
of Parliament, accordingly:: If he jſhould break to one, he may 
do the ſame to both z-and though they may- think that he-will not 
overthrow their Hierarchy, becauſe'the Biſhops depending on hitn, 
may be uſeful to him ia the Parliament-Houſe ; yet at the {ame time 
he may, as- Charles the: Second did; 'ifrvade. their Civil Liberties, 
and then their Religion, nor nothing clſeg.cateverbe ſoure, I muſt 
again beg tlie Reader not ta: miſtake may! as. deſigning, td create any 
Suſpicion of his Majeſty following ſuch an unhallowed Pattern, but 
meerly to ſct this as a Beacon before the Charch of England, that 
they may beware of being Shipwrack'd twice upoit the ſame Rock: 
which will be mayoidable, if cticy ſhould prevail with any of- their 
Kings to break the Origival Gontracts,or chlkin K. Fame, or ſet up 
any other Pretender afainſt his preſent Majeſty;;and: proſper: which, 
bleſſed be God, there's no as that everthey will, for.never 
was King better belared: by Subjects 3 and let chem try 1t when 

- they pleaſe, they'll;find he: has in Scoiland: Twenty to-One firm 
tn his Intereſt; And whatever-Noife they may-make:(to blind their 
own Deſigns) of our hazard from a Republican Fattion ; if . they 
will allure the Nation of ſuch Governours as are Dow at Helm, 
thoſe whom they call Republicaris, will as cordially ſubniittothem 

as any. | 

But 
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But4 foreſee an Objection as to Scots Aﬀairs, That they only ſok 
licit his Majeſty co diſſolye the preſent Parliament, and call ano- 
ther, which wilt reſtore Epiſcopacy, and recognize his Title. 

Anſw. 1. His Majefty hath -had too many Proofs of the Loyalty 
of Presbyterians, and the Treachery of Epiſcopalians, to venture 
ſuch an Experiment ; or if he ſhould, and they happen to recognize 
his Title, he can never think that they ſubmit from AﬀeRion, but 
meerly from Intereſt, when they ſee they can do no better : And in 
truth, whatever Prerences of Loyalty they make, it's demonſtrable 
enough, that as the Country-man, when the London-Drawers baud 
out, Welcome, Sir, "laid his Hand on his Fob, and faid, thank you 
my Friend ; ſo may his Majeſty, when our Scots Prelatiſts pretend 
Loyalty, put his Hand to his Side, and ſay, 1 thank you, my Sword y 
for no longer will they be his Friend, than he is able to cudgel them. 
Whereas it's very well known, that the Scots Presbyterians decla- 
red for him before Providence had determined their Crown in his 
Favour, and have beat into the Prelatiſts whatever Loyalty they 
pretend to have. Nor is it to be thought, a Prince ſo Good and Ge- 
nerous as his preſent -Majeſty, will ever be ſo -ungrateful to his 
Friends, or att ſo much contrary to Reaſon;z"and his own Conſei- 
ence, as to ſhake the preſent Title he has' to'the Crown of Scotland, 
to buy the Conſent of the Scots Prelatiſts, who could not defend 
their Darling K. James, nor make any other Effort to re-eſtabliſh 
him, but'by heCctoring among the inacceſſible Hills; ſtealing Cows 
and Sheep, plundring the Conntry, murdering the People by 
Freachery and Surprizez and at laſt ſeiſing the infignificant Rock, 
called the Baſs, where, if they pleaſe, they may ſend for him to 
govern the Solon Geeſe, and themſelves, the greater of the two. 
But, 
2. They will find themſelves miſtaken, if his Majeſty ſhovld gra- 
tify them ſo far as to dillolve thiz, and c21l another Parlament ;, the 
Presbyterians have not loſt bat gain'd Ground (ifice the Reyolution , 
and they have ſimarted too ſeverely under the Prelates, to ſuffer 
themſelves either to be heftored or kick'd -out of their preſent Set- 
tlement by any more pack'd Clubs ; and knowitig rhat4oftruments of 
Cruelty are in the Habitations of the Prelats,- will rather quitthem- 
ſelves like Men, for the Ark and People'sf their God, than be 
brought again under the Philiſtin Slavery. This is only to andecetve 
our Prelatiſts, who promiſe themſelves ſuch an eaſy Conqueſt ; not 
that we can ſuſpe&t a Prince of our King's Prudence, Generofity 
and Conſcience, capable of fo w_ Weakneſs, as to c—_ the 
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Kingdom of Scotland, thoſe who preſerved him the Crown of Tre- 
land and ſbch as are his ſteady and vfeful Friends in England, as 
he muſt needs do if he gratify the Scots Prelatiſts. They have 
not now an effeminate and luxurious Prince to deal with, who, 

rovided he might wallow in impure Pleaſures, was content to- 
abandon all Care of his Subjects 3 but one who knows his Friends 
from his Foes ; has been accuſtomed to Government from his Cra- 
dle ; outbray'd the Heftor of France in his Youth; and therefore 
is not to be frighted by our Scots Prelatiſts, and the Engliſh Tories, 
into fuch mean Compliances, for fear of Prelatical Inſurrections 
and Tantivy Grumblings ; he ſtifled greater Serpents than thoſe in 
his Cradle, and carries a Sword to cut off the Hydras Heads as faſt 
2s they multiply. 


But now to come to the Poſt/cript, or pretended Anſwer to

I ſuppoſe there is ſcarcely any body but knows that the Faction did 
brag of Charles the Second? peaceable Reſtoration, as a Miracle and 
Demonſtration that God own?d his Title, (nay, Sir Geo. Macken- 
zze, Vindic. p.5.owns he was reſtored almoſt by univerſal Conſent ; ) 
and yet the Scribler alledges that he, and our ſubordinate Gover- 
nors,'were forced to-make Laws againſt the Presbyterians of Scotland 
ls their own. Defence. Now it. is. certain that none haye any. Le- 
giſlative 
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giſlative Power in Scotland but the King and Parliament; and by 


ſubordinate Governours, he muſt therefore, if he underſtands him- 
ſelf, mean the latter ; and if fo, it is plain that the Presbyterians 


"at that time attack*d neither, but had ſufficiently ſmarted vnder the 


Uſurper for maintaining the Right of King and Parliament by the 
Sword, and refuſing to abjure Charles Stewart, ard the Lords, who 
are a conſtituent part of our Parliament ; ſo that neither of them 
being attack'd,nor threatned to be attack*d,in Authority nor Perſon, 
but on the contrary the Presbyterians being ſworn to maintain 
them, the pretence of a neceſſity to make Laws in their own De- 
fence is a falſe excuſe. But if our Author would ſpeak Truth, he 
ſhould ſay, that Charles the Second having a Mind to break his Oath, 
which he. had taken ſolemnly, to maintain Presbytery and the Privi- 
lege of Parliaments, and being ſecured, as he thought, in foro divine, 
by the Diſpenſation firſt of his Popiſh and then of his Epiſcopal 
Prieſts, he muſt find ſome pretence to ſalve his Credit in foro huma- 
»o, and ſo with his pack'd Parliament formed Iniquity into a Law. 
Whether the ſaid Laws were gentle, as our Author ſays, 1 leave it 
to the Conſideration of all thinking Men, who pleaſe to peruſe them 
as exhibited in my other Book.

and are jealous that the Deſtiny of their Hierarchy is at hand ; for

So that their Convocation. when afſembled, were veryloth to give 
his Majeſty Thanks ; and when they did, could hardly be brought to 
thank him for what he had done for the Proteſtant Intereſt igfhe- 
neral, but only for playing the Bugbear to frighten away K. 4 
who began to bring in their elder Brethren the Papifts to be harers 
of the Fat with themfelves; and leſt wes ſhould doubt what this 
Church of England is, which they are ſo mightily tender of, they 
informed vs in an Addreſs of Thanks to the King for the Care he

The 
Murder of my Lord Raſſe!, Alderman Corniſh, and many others, 
are Proofs of what I allert ; and ſeeing the moderate Church» 
of-England-Men and the Prevbyterians Scotland were fellow- 
Sefferers in the late Reigns, now that we have Men advanced = 
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the higheſt Dignity of the Church, whoſe Repute for Modermion did not 
a little contribute towards it, methinks it is but what their Brethren in 
Scotland might expect, that they ſhould be fo far from countenancing ous 
runnagate Epiſcopal Clergy in their malicious Clamours at Court, that 
they ought to oppole them, eſpecially conlidering that they were ſuch 
Implements as the late Reigns tound very tubſervient to their Deligns of 
bringing Slavery upon us, under which they themſelves ſmarted either in 
Perſon or Sympathy. And now thatI am upon it, I cannot but take no- 
tice with regret, that notwithiianding of the almoſt indiſpenſable neccfli- 
ty of it, the ſober Church-of- Exgland-Men in their Ecclefiaftical Capaci- 
ty, have never given any publick conjunct Teſtimony againit the Tyranny 
of the laſt Reigns, nor thoſe of their Communion, who were Abettors 
of it, and at this day labour to re-introduce it. Let them think what 
they will, their Silence in this Aﬀair is no {mall incouragement to the Ja- 
cobite Party, who have hitherto baffled the diſcavery of all their Plots, un- 
der a pretence of Zeal for the Church, which together with the ill Exam- 
ple of the Nonjurant Biſhops and Clergy, hath been of more uſe to the 
French King, than an Army of 60009 Men ; From this Source it is that 
his Majefiy's Aﬀairs meet with {© many Rubs; his Friends. are (© far from 
being rewarded, that they are endangered and difcourage& 3 and yet our 
moderate Eccleſiaſticks have never made open and conjundt Proteſtation a- 
gainſt it. It was the Saying of the God of Truth, That the Children of 
this Generation avs wiſer than the Children of Lght ; and ous Times fur- 
niſh us with many fad Inſtances of its undeniable Verity. Did not the 
Pulpits is the late Reigns thunder againſt all Attempts of recovering our: 
Liberties, either in the Parliament or in the Field ? Did not the Church 
concur with her Excommunications, to render Difſenters uncapable of ſo- 
much as chuling or giving Votes for a ſober Church-ot-England-Man,,. 
who would ſtand by the Libertics of his Country to repreſent them.in Par-- 
liament ? Did nat ſame of their Biſhops pres the Execution of their Pe- 
nal Laws againſt Diffenters, to keep then 1mder Hatches for that very 
reaſon ? And did not the Clergy fpend their conſecrated Lungs in bellow- 
ing out Presbyterian Plots to drown the Popiſh ones? And yet now they 
don't excommunicate their Facobites, notwithſtanding of thetr Conven-. 
tickes and diſtin& Form of Worſhip ; their clubbing to chuſe Enemies to- 
the Government to repreſent them in Parliament, even thoſe who were- 
violent Enemies to the Abdication 3 as Sir R. S. &c. who was choſen by 
by the Univerſity of C——ge. Nor do the Pulpits now ſound with Jaco-- 
bite Plots in this Reign,, as they did with Presbyterian and Whiggiſh -

poſtion- 
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poſition they make to abjuring the late K. James, are ſufficient Evidences 


'that'it is his Majeſty's Intereſt to keep' upthe Presbyterians in Srorldnd 
*2s a Ballince, leſt the Scale turn on the lide'of: K.; James, or his:pre- 


tended Son : And as tor our Scots Epiſcopalians, their Loyalty was fuk 
ficiently diſcovered after the Defeat of the French by Sea 3 for none 
were ſo induſtrious as they to leſſen our Viftory, when . God had given 
it us. "Nor was their Carriage lefs remarkable for 'diſafle&ion'upon- the 
taking of Namur, the firſt News from Steenkirk,, and-when the Inte 
ligence came that Charleroy was beſieged 3. which fo elevated the Spi- 
rits of Dr. 24: » the Apologiſt, and Sheelds the. Jacobite Parſon, 
( lately in Newgate for a Conventicle) that they were overheard to fa- 
Jate one another, 'in the Park,' with no leſs Titles than that of My-Lord 


Biſhop of ſuch and ſuch a Place, fo big'were they with hopes of the French .

Pag. 86. Our Author not having time enough to recover himſelf 
from the Undecencies of his Paſſion, continues his Nonſenſe, and 
tells you very gravely, That if the Presbyterian Deluſions did not up- 
on all Turns prompt them to overturn the' Government, they might live 
is Scotland'in all Peace, as othtr Diſſenters:did.

Well, bnt to proceed, the Doftor acknowledges, that 
other Diſſenters liv'd peaceably in Scotland. : Now other Dillenters 
we had none, but Onakers and Papifts ; and:that they liv*d. peace- 
ably we very well knew, and uſed to ask-why they perſecuted vs 
more than them, ſeeing their Difference in Principles, was much 


greater, if our Epiſcopalians had been ( as they pretended to be ) 


good Proteſtants. Now I think every one, kgows the Principles and 
Practices of the Papyiſts to be dangerous: in all:Prateſtant Govern- 
ments: and that Quxkeriſin -has too greataffinity.with Popefy-: ſo 
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that their kind Treatment, while we were harbarvuſly perſecuted; 
is none. of the beſt Arguments to-prove our Epiſcopalians good 
Proteſtants. And pray let our Author in his next, pive us'an ac- 
count, Why. Popiſh Recufants (for denying the Kins?s Eccleſiaſti- 
cal Supremacy ) were not dragoon'd to come to'Chourch, plundred, 
hunted, and hanged, as we were. But ſeeing I know he will nc 
rell the Truth, V'le venture to tell it for him, in Biſhop Carzeroſſe's 
words, The Papiſts were their neceſſary Friends : A King of- their Re- 
ligion was dropping ripe to' fati-into the Throne ; and every one 
knows, that under Popery; Biſhops may grow Cardinals and Popes ; 
but under Presbytery they cannot exiſt : and this is the Rope which 
graws the Inclinations of our Hierarchical Men fo much towards 
Rome, inſtead of drawing Rome ſo much to them. If I be miſtaken, 
let the Advances which the Church of Xome made upon us, and the 
latere{t they obtain'd in; Court and elſe-where, under the warm 
Wings of Prelacy, in the Reigns of both the Charles's, and the laſt 
of the Famers bear witneſs. Nay, our good-natur'd Doftor was 
even ſo kind to Mother-Church, as to impoſe on his Scholars an 
Oath in K. James's Time, to maintain the blank'Chriſtian Religion, 
and to hinder the publiſhing of Mr. 7amiſon's Book againſt Quake- 
riſm; yet his Rancor againſt Presbytery was ſo great, though 
the Malice of the Court ſeem'd to be allwaged, that when the 
Presbyterians defired they might have the Common Hall of the Col- 
lege ( of which he was then Principal) to meet in, he anſwered, 
like a ſcurrilous and ſpightful Villain, That bis Hall ſhould never be 
4 groping Office, Indeed, Doctor, 1 am very well ſatisfied, that if 
any ſuch things bad been praftifd at our Meetings, the Epiſcopal 
Clergy would never have been their Enemies; for very ſure I am, 
that the greateſt Swearers, Drunkards and Whoremaſters of the 
Pariſh, were generally the greateſt Friends to the Curats: And 
Arch-biſhop Paterſon, whoſe Champion you are, may for eves ſtop 
your Mouth, ſeeing: Megg Patterſon, with whom he had been baſe, 
own'd it before the Court apon Examination. And your other 
good Friend, Mr. Hamilton, whom you are ſo careful to vindicate, 
would certainly bave been a frequenter of ſuch groping Offices, had 
there been any, ſeeing he was not aſhamed, upon a certain Occa« 
ſion to declare, Thar he bated all words which ended ia i/m, except 
Baptiſm and Priapiſm. 

The Doctor having dropt out a feeble and a faint Lie, to juſtify 
the making of the. Laws ; _ us, Yices acquirit eundo 3 and, 1þ1ds

ther into their Diſcipline, and if it'do not- provoke you to Indecen- 
cy of Paſſion, tread ;x Tim.

Titus 1, Phil, 1, 1. and ſee which'of us are the-greateſt Separatiits 
from the Chriſtian Church, and whether thoſe Texts be chargeable

more falſe. . It -was but a finall number of the Presbyterians'that ap- 
cog in Arms in 1666; and they were ſo far from declaring 
ar againſt the King, that they only deſired a Redreſs of thoſe 
Grieyances, which the Epiſcopal Souldiers 'had committed; beyond 
Law,'..Nor would they ,have done it in Arms, if it; had  þeen pofli- 
ble to have had acceſs to the Council otherwiſe : For; thoſe who 
appeared at Bothwel- Bridg, they were fo far from declaring againſt 
the King, that they took his. Intereſt into their Declaration z and 
the Party who oppos'd it, were ſo mrch diſreliſh'd, that Multitudes 
deſerted - becanſe they were concerned.

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Licence tothe faid Mr. Fech, to live and preach in any part of his 
Dominions ;, theughrour Epiſcopalians had formerly incens'd him fo 
much againſt him, that Proclamations were iſlued, offering 5001, to- 
any that would bring him-in dead or alive. VanR 
- Sothat the Doctor has no Foundation: for his Charge but the 
Praftice of a few Cameronians, one of whoſe Preachers excommu- 
nicated the-King, and about twenty of the FaQtion declared War 
againſt him at Sargbaar ;, and ſuch-a lictle number did afterwards 
pretend to dethrone him : which will appear to all Men but ſuch as 
our Author, to be contrary to Presbyterian Principles, we 
allow not ſo much as Excommunication of a private Perſon wit 
Judicial Probation,. Admonition, Suſpenſion, and the Conſent of 
the Presbytery.. And, by the Covenant which they reproach vs with. 
8s our only Rule, we ſwear to maintain the Privilege of Parliaments,. 
and the King's juſt Powerand Greatneſs; . to which nothing can be. 
more diametrically oppoſite, than for a'few Perſons, without the 
Conſent and Commiſſion of the whole; to take upon them to ex- 
auRorate Magiſtrates. And' whatſoever this Libeller may ſoggeſt, 
it's known that Mr. Caſtares, ſen.” Mr. Blare, Mr. famiſon, Mr. Ride, 
Mr. Riddel, and other grave Presbyterian Miniſters, fell under the: 
Obloquy of the Cameronians. for proteſting publickly againſt the 
Principles which they were driven unto by the furious Tyranny of 
the late Reigns. 

But if the DoCtor be not yet ſatisfied, I'll give him Argumentum ad: 
Moninem, thus. The Viſconnt of: Dundee and his Party declared: 
War againſt King. Wilkam, 2nd 21! the Biſhops of Scotland oppoy'd 
his Title to the Crown :- Ergo, All the Epiſcopalians in Scotland de- 
clared War againſt him, and that he had no right-to the. Crown 4 
and therefore by their own Conceſſion; the preſent Government 
would be juſtified-to enatt as ſevere Laws againſt them, as the late: 
Government did againſt the Presbyterians. The Premiſſes being 
undeniable, the Concluſion cannot be avoided; if our: Author's way

But ſuppoſing 1t true that all the Presbyterians in Scot/and had: 
declared King Charles the Second to have forfeited his Right to the 
Crown becauſe he broke the Covenant, it had been no more than 
what, the Church of England have declared againſt King Femes,. 
becauſe of his breaking the Original Contract : and I would defire. 
our Gentleman to look upon the Claim of Right by both Nations, . 
and he will find that moſt of the Infraftions upon that Contract 
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lbua, m reins derideat. But as for that malicious Lie, that 
any of them preach'd that his Servants ought to be killed, it's ſo 
groſs, - that none but the Author could invent it, nor any but his 
Party believe it: for tho ſome of them did kill A.Bp Sharp, and cthers 
who: were bunting for their Lives, and took the ſame advantage 
of them that they did of others; it will not ſo much as follow, 
that any of their Miniſters preach'd this as their Duty, and much 
leſs that it was fo to kill the King's Servants as ſuch. 

Wel, but this Methodical Doctor, who wouldifain perſwade the

to ruine. for his ſake : for reward of which, immediately after his 
Reſtauratian, he overturn'd our Civil and Religious. Liberty, cut 
off the Earl of Argi/e's Head, who had ſet the Crown upon his ; 
and afterwards enacted Laws to make the People own the abjur'd 
Prelates, and involve them in the ſame Perjury with himſelf; and 
becauſe they could not noc. in Conſcience do it, ſent Forces to take 
free - Quarter ypon them, drive or. drag them to Church, ; deſtroy 
their Subſtance, and treat. their Perſons in that barbarous manner 
as before related, tho many of them advanced, and none of them 
oppoſed his Reſtauration, nor threatned any. Diſturbance to his 
Government. But the truth of the Caſe was, he and: his Miniſters 
of State: knew yell enough-that he bad forfeited his Right, to. the 
Crown,. and that the Presbyterians could not, but in Heart ab- 
hor his Perjury ; and therefore they were reſolved to put them-qut 
of condition to demand the Forfeiture, if ever they ſhould happen 
to be ſo minded : which that poor Pcople were ſa far from, that 
not one of thoſe whom 'mere Neceſſity had conſtrained to take 
Arms at Pentland, or Bothwell Bridg, denied bis Tile ; but on the 
contrary, ſtill owg*d him. And for, that ſmall inconſiderable num- 
ber that ated otherwiſe at Sanqbuer, &c. it's already demonſtrated, 
that they-neither proceeded according to our Principles, nor with 
our Conſent : And therefore, ſo long as there are any Records in'our 
Nation, King Charles the Second's. unparallel'd ;Perjury, lograti- 
tude to his Subjects, and, Tyrannical Government can/never be juſti- 
fied. And as for the Rebellions he-charges us with under King 
Charles the Firſt, let any body peruſe Ruſoworth's Colleftions, or 
even Sir Richard Baker's Chronicle ; and. tho all the Truth be not 
written there, it will be eaſy to perceive that the Innoyations made 
upon the Church of Scotland, and the Invaſions'on the Liberties of 
land; were the - cauſe. of that Prince's Misfortunes, who was 
miſled by a Popiſh Wife, and miſinformed by Popiſh and Prelatical 
Miniſters to his Ruine. That unfortunate King put one Afﬀront 
on our Nation,. mentioned by Sir Richard Baker, that was enongh 
of it ſelf to haye, made them fake off his Government, vx the 
demanding of:the Crowp of, Saotharrd tobe brought -bither for big 
to be crowned with, which argued fach a Degeneracy of Spirit, 
and ſo much of an alievated Mind from his Native Country, that 
$ a wonder how ever Scat-Men ſhould have own'd hin afcer- 
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wards : the greateſt Monarch that eyer ſat upon the Engliſh Throne; 
would have gone as far as Scoon, and thank'd us too, to have had the 
Honour of it 3 and for: a 'Scots-Man fo far to underyalue his Na- 
tive Country, as to demand the poor, and almoſt the only remain- 
ing Badg of their Honour, Antiquity and Independency, to be 
brought into another Nation, Quis talia fands temperet a —— Ne 
quid aſperſus dicam, Certainly nothing but an exuberant Loyalty 
and Eſteem for their natur?l Prince, whom doubtleſs they conſi- 
dered as over-ruled by pernicious Counſel, conld ever have made- 
that Kingdorn put up the Aﬀront. And therefore when he perſiſted 
to oppreſs and perſecute them upon the account of their Conſci- 
ences, it was no wonder that they re-aſſum'd the Spirit of their 
Anceſtors; and let him know that the Kings of Scotland were never 
allowed an Arbitrary Power, nor did ever any of them uſurp it, 
but it prov'd fatal to them or theirs: Nor never was: the Nation 
fo much degenerate but ſince the: Reign of our Proteſtant Prelacy,. 
who were the Creatures and Supporters bf Tyranny ; for in the. 
times of Popery we had more Grandees than. we have now,. that 
could tell how to put the Bell about the Cat's Neck an occaſion, as.

their Hand, except it be under this preſent Govergment. And. 
therefore the Nation of Scotland is mightily obliged to Prelacy. + 
Ibid. He charges the Presbyterians with En m. OurPre- 
latiſts are of late become as fond of this Expreſſion as is the 
Cuckew of his. known Norte; and 1 can imagine no other reaſon-- 
why, than becauſe they are ſo accuſtomed to iwallow their Liquor ;: 
that as the Lecher pleaſes himſelf with Baudy Stories, fo do they 
with the very word Enthuſiaſm, which is but a Greek, Term ſigni» 
fying poxring in, and in this ſenſe I'll maintain it, that it's more: 
proper to be' applied to our Drunken Prelatiſts, than in any man- 
ner t6 us. I always underſtood Enthuſiaſts to be a ſort of Perſons 
who pretended to other Revelations than the written Word for 
their Rule, ſach as our Ozakers, and the old German Anabaptifs, or 
abfit verbo invidia, our Prelatiſts, who build more upon the uncer- 
tain and ſuperſtitious Writings aſcribed to ſome of the Fathers, 
than on the Writings of the Apoſtles, who are the Grandfathers ;, 
or on the Rationale of a Durand, or the Poetical Whims of any 
Church Dewoeto. for their unſcriptural Ceremonies, than on Divine: 
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Revelatioh, which/ orders 'us-ro worthip.:God/as he commands, 
and not as we thigk good in our own Eyes. Then: {eeing the Preſ- 
byrerians do plead'for a ſtrift: Conformity to,-the Scripture as, the 
Role"of Faith afid Manners; and thatiour.Prelatiſts admitot) By- 
Rules, for-whichqo Reaſon can;beafligoed; but the,Cupricio of fome 
fanciful Bigot, -q©:corrupted »Fathlier ; let: the World judg which 
Party is' moſt chargeable with Enthuſiafn, -

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Church of England do the ſame in relation to K. James, who had as 
good aRight ro the Crown, according to the Prelatical Principles, 
as ever bis Brother had; and, if Paſlive Obedience be a rrue Do- 
Qtrine, ought as little to have been oppoſed as he. Then ſuppo- 
ling it true, that the Remonſtrators were againſt owning of him on 
the Accounts aforeſaid ; yet ſeeing they were not the majority of 
the Presbyterians, and were willing to ſubmit to his Legal Admini- 
ſtration, ſwear Allegiance, and live peaceably under his Govern- 
mont, neither Reaſon nor Conſcience will juſtiſy biz Proceedings 
againſt the Presbyterians in general on that Account or the making 
of Laws on purpoſe to' fret their Conſciences,- and preſs the execu- 
tian of them in ſuch a barbarous manner as muſt unavoidably pro- 
cure Inſurreftions, when they ſubmitted to him without the leaſt 
Oppoſition.

Now whether theſe be little Cavils and Exceptions : Whether 
Charles the - Second was. .ndt: guilty. of thefe Male-adminiſtrations : 
and if fo, whether he- deſerved: tb-be called a Wiſe and Peaceable 
Monarch, : let atiy Body-judg. And that they may do it the more 
impartially, I would - wiſh them to conſider,. that there is 'a Woe 
denounced againſt them, who call Evil Good, and Good Evil. - And 
I would pray the Doctor to tell; me, whether it was modeſty in Sir 
George, or is modeſty in himſelf, to defend theſe things, which com- 
mon Senfe- muſt needs; candemn, the Repreſentatives iof the: Na- 
tion haye adjudged /as Grievances, and the continuance .in them as 
chiefly-condncing;to K, James's Forfeiture of the Crown ? 

I confeſs I do not at all wonder that Sir G. 24. ſhould defend a 
Government: which -adyanc'd; and-imploy*d him: Theſe barbarous 
Laws, and inhumane Proſecutions, /brought Griſt: to his Mill, and 
fl 'di his Bags:; 'for it-will eternally hold, Diiles oder Lucrs ex re qua- 
libets, even. from Piſs it ſelf. ' And there is yet the leſs cauſe of ſur- 
priſal, when we conſider, that he was Fobz White's Te Jack 
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Xetch*s) Journyman, or as he call'd himſelf, Calnmniator publicns, 
and the common Libeller of the Presbyterians z ſo that of neceſſity 
he muſt repreſent them as Monſters, elſe he maſt own himſelf a 
bloody Butcher in proſecuting them at ſuch a rate as he did. 

' But further, 'Sir George's Arguments are all bujlt upon a falſe Nar- 
rative of Matter of Fact ; nor could a truer Relation be expected 
from a Man of his Kidney, who proſtituted his Conſcience, not 
only to different Parties in the Church, but contrary Factions in 
the State : Let not the Scribler tax me as not generous for ſaying 
ſo, ſeeing it 1s true ; for it can be no more a Crime in me to at- 
raque 'Sir G. after his Death, than for him to attaque Mr. Ruther- 
ford and others, who are alſo in their Graves. His Subornation a- 
gainſt Sir Hugh and Sir Geo. Campbel, was charged on him to- his 
Face in open Court, by the Perſons whom he had fuborned. ' And 
in like manner it can be' proved, that he ſuborned others againſt 
Halſidt;, and did aftually profecute ' Blackwood, for a pretended 
Crime, whereof he himſelf was guilty, viz. converſing with Mr. 
Wilſon a Bothwel-Bridg-Man, for which he aim'd at the Gentleman's 
Life and Eſtate : ſo that no-Reaſon will allow the Teſtimony of 
one who' was fo: much a Party, and notoriouſly unjuſt, no more 
than we conld allow the Calmmnies of Biſhop Bonner againſt the 
Proteſtants; whoſe Blood he ſhed and thirſted after. | 

Nor are the Prezbyterian Nwrſlings, 2s he calls them,ſo much gauled 
by Sir George*s Book as he ſuppoſes ; and the unwary DoCtor himſelf 
owns what 1 aſſerted, that the Reaſonings in the Treatiſe relate to 
the Papers publiſMd by the Cameronians, which ſhows how unfair- 
ly'Sir George argued, to inſtance Aftions of Men rendred mad by a 
barbarous execution of Cannibal Laws, to defend the making of 
thoſe very Laws. | 

As for the Honont he alledges I do the FaQtion, in mentioning 
ſome Great Men as Perſecutors, much good may it do them : for if, 
according to the Learned Doftor's Argument, Quality, Senſe 'and 
Intereſt caſt the Bullance, then certainly Nero, and Falian the Apo- 
ſtate, were too heavy for the Apoſtles and Primitive Chriſtians ; 
and that great Monſter, Lewis XIV. has much the better of bK Pro- 
teſtant Subjefts. Well, but the DoCftor fays afterward, They - have 
reaſon to glory in their Parts, Honour and Integrity ; which is none of 
my Buſineſs to queſtion. But the Inſtances they are charged with, 
will come under none of thoſe Heads, and therefore the Doctor's 
Panegyrick is foreign to the purpoſe. But we can eaſily anſwer, 
that their Majeſties and preſent Rn have declared ar* +4 
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Laws, which were yet more torelable than their barbarous. Execy> 
tion, Wicked and Impious ; and I hope the modeſt Dottor will ak- 
low, that they have Quality, Senſe and Intereſt enough to caſt the 
Ballance. I ſhall only add, that Sir Geo. Afackgnzze, by a Conceſſion, 
Pag. 1/7. deſtroys his own Hypotheſis; for there he owns that Preſ- 
byterian Miniſters, who were ſent to reclaim theſe Criminals, 
and Presbyterian Jurors who were ſummoned to their Trial, ſeldon 


failed of condemning /them : ſo that from bis own Month be giver 


himſelf and the Doftoy both the Lie, when they charge thoſe Principles 
upon the Presbyterians'm- general,” and conſequently dsſcover the falſhood 
of that Neceſſity, which they pretend the Government mas under, to make 
ſuch Laws againſt m in their own Defence. 

Pag. 13. Sir George ſays, That the Heretable Fudger, i. e. Here- 
ditary Sheriffs, re Td to put the Laws in execution againſt Conventi- 
cles,. by which they became formidable. Which deſtroys two more of 
his and the Faftion's Aſſertions, viz. That Presbytersaniſm ; was not 
popular, and that none but the Rabble were their Friends ; for thoſe He- 
reditary Sheriffs are the beſt and moſt ancient Families generally 
in every County :: So that Sir George: wrongs his Cauſe exceeding- 
ly by that Conceſſion, ſeeing thoſe Hereditary Judges living upon 
the Place, and being acquainted with the Induſtry: and Honeſty of 
the perſecuted Party, would: not abandon their Honour and Con- 
ſcience to-become Hangmen to their Neighbours and Tenants. And 
therefore the Court being reſolved to ruin the Country, imployed 
bloody cut-throat Papilts, as the Eart of Airly-and Laird of Adet- 
& nm, and their barbarous Savages the Popiſh Highlanders. But 
according to the natural dilingenuity of his Faftion, ke takes no 
notice, that thoſe Military Judges pulld the Hereditary Sheriffs 
from off their Benches, and would not kt them proceed againft 
the- Presbytertans according to the Statute-Law., «becauſe. that 
was too mild in- their Opinion. One remarkable Inſtance there- 
of was at Selkirk, where-Meldrum pulÞPd © Philiphangh, who is He- 
reditary Sheriff of the Foreſt (now a. Lord of the Seſſion) out 
ef his Chair, when holding his Court. 

Amother of Sir George's. Defences are, the alledged Severity to 
the Cavaliers in Charles the. Firſt's Time : Which if true, though 
there's no reaſon. to take his Word for Proof, ' he could not: but 
know: the truth of that Maxim; Inter Arma ſilent Leges and- that 
this could: not. juſtify: the Dragooning of People. to Church, and 
taking. free Quarter in time: of Peace.. But Sir George,. accord- 
F” to. his, wonted. dilingenuity,, takes. no notice of the Taps of 
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that” Severity, if any ſuch were, viz. that the Perſons fo treated, 
haraſſed'their Native Country with Fire and Sword, in conjunRtion 
with thoſe who had cut the Throats of Proteſtants in Ireland, filled 
the Kingdom witch bloody Murders and barbarous Villanies. 

[ have neither time, nor is it conſiſtent with my preſent Deſign, 
© to animadvert any further upon his pretended unanſwerable Book ; 
but 1 think any honeſt Reader will be ſatisfied that it needs no worſe 
Character, than to be ſtigmatiz'd as a flat ContradiQtion to their 
Majeſties and the preſent Parliament of Scotland, being a ſophilſtical © 
and unfair Relation of Matters of Fact, to make the World be. 
lieve that all thoſe Grievances have been falſe, which the Parlia- 
ment complain*d of, his Majeſty declared againſt, and founded the 
Juſtice of his Expedition upon their Redreſs : So that it will iſſve 
in this, either that Sir George Mackenzy is a Liar, or that his Majeſty 
and the Parliament of Scotland are ſuch; and therefore, good 
Mr. Doctor, I am not afraid to appeal to the Judgment of all diſ- 
intcreſted Perſons, whether it be you or I that are moſt yoid of 
Generoſity, Honour, Modeſty and common Senſe, of all which you 
deprive me in the 89th Page of your Libel. So that tho the Aſs may 
vapour 2 while in the Lion's Skin, the Ears of the dull Brute will 
diſcover him at laſt. And thus our Doctor has wounded his Pre- 
tences to Loyalty, by defending Sir George's Book. 

But allowing all to be true that Sir George alledges as the Cauſe of

Now Malice it ſelf could never faſten any 
ſuch Conſequence upon the Covenant as to Charles the Second?s 
Title : Ergo, Paſſive Obedience muſt be more dangerous to this, 
then the Covenant was to that Government. But the Doftor torns- 
his back, and takes no notice of this Argument, only magiſterialty 
tells you, that if there be no more in the caſe than Paſlive Obedi-- 
ence, the Government needs not be afraid : Tho: every body but 
the Faction, whoſe Intereſt it is to diſſemble the Conſequences of their 
Principles, ſees the contrary by Demonſtration from the Pradtices 
of the Nonjurant Biſhops,the high Church- of- England Zealots,and the 
Scots Rebellions. 2. The Epiſcopal Party diſown the Presbyterian 
Miniſters, and won't hear them ; Ergo, by Sir George Mackenty's Po- 
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' ſition, they ſhould be dragoon'd to Church, and with much more 
reaſon than they dragoon'd us , for there's nothing in our way of 
Worſhip but what they praCtis'd themſelves ; nor can. they; object 
againſt our Form of Government, for. they. had it- in, conjunRtion 
with their own Epiſcopacy. . Then ſeeing we neither-do nor defire 
that they ſhould be perſecuted on account of their Dillent, whe- 
ther are they or we molt mederate ? All the difference is, that there 
areno Laws againſt their Nonconformity as there were agaioſt ours : 
which I grant to be true; and hence we can demogſtrate Pregbyte- 
rian Moderation, that the Parliament did not wake any Laws againſt 
the Conſequences of Prelatical and Paſlive-Obedience-Principles, 
tho the Prelatiſts made Laws againſt ours; and ſure I am, we had 
much more reaſon to have made Laws againſt them, who did actually 
oppoſe and rebel againſt his preſent Majeſty while the Parliament 
was ſitting, and yet no ſuch thing was cver moved. - As for his 
Allegation, that our Moderation proceeds from the oppoſite Biaſs.of 
the Nobility and Gentry; it ſhows his lngratitude : but all Men of 
ſenſe muſt needs be convinced that the Parliament, who ſettled 
Presbyterian Government, and that with ſo much care as to entruſt 
none but the old Presbyterian Miniſters, thrown out by the Prelates, 
and ſuch as they ſhould admit, with any ſhare vf the Government, 
were not ſo much biaſyd in tavuur of the Epiſcopalians, as to re- 
o_ from making ſuch Laws on that account, if there were no other 
reaſon.

the dead Falcon; and apply the other Fable to your ſelf, that the 
Aſs, amongſt other Beaſts, kickd and inſulted over the dead Lion. 
For ſure'l am, if Mr. Rutherford were alive, he wonld diſdain to

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dagg,. where Sir George Mackenzie could ſtretch the Law, and mike 
it ceach-the Life and Eſtate of whomſoever he would, they came 
for, Londen,; with a deſign to reprefent their Grievances:to K. Charles 
the Second - Bur that ſame Hand which perſecuted the Presbyteri- 
ans tn: Scotland, falling upon the Dillenters. and moderate Church- 
men-ip England; thoſe Gentlemen happened to come bither when 
the Earl of Eſſex, my Lord Rafſel, &c. were committed on pre- 
tence of a Plot; and. Scots-men, becauſe oppreſſed, being generally 
look'd upon as Diijatisfied, the faid Sir Hugh and Sir George C amp- 
bel, were illegally taken up, without a Warrant ; and having been 
divers times examined by the King and Counct, there could not 
the leaſt ground of Suſpicion be found againſt them, ſaving what 
Artterbury the Meſſenger did falſly Swear : And being made ſenſible 
of his Perjury by the ſaid Gentlemen, he told them, that his Qath 
could not. harm ther. : Which my Lord Melfard and Siv George 
Heackenzge being aware. of,, they went to. the: Iwuke of York.) i Arid 
my-Lord: having a Proſpe(t.of the Gentlemens Eſtates, they dealt 
with the. Duke to.procure a Warrant from: the: King: to ſend them 
for. Scotland; where, they: would do their Buſineſs. This was quick» - 
ly;granted ;. aud then Sir-George. et abd&ut fuborning of Witneſſes 
againſi them 3 and the Evidence was managed and inſtrufted. by Sir 
W. Wallace of Crazy, my Lord eford's Brother-in-Law ;. Hugh 
Wallace of Garits, Chamberlain. (or Steward) to the ſaid Sir William ; 
and\Hwugh Wallace off Ingiiften. The ' Evidence being prepared, Sir 
Hugh Campbel vesdirought upan his Trial, before the Earl of Perth 
then Lord-Juſtice General (or Lord-Chief-Juſtice) of Scarlend, wha 
Was ygry; eager 10; theiProſecution ; and having pick'd: a: Juvy for 
the/purpaſe, they proceeded to callthe Evidence, viz. Tho. Ingram; 
Tenant to:Hwgh Wallace of Borland, Coufin to Sir William Wallace 
the: Subarner ; Damel Crapford, and one Ferguſſon. The Earl of 
Perth -haying, according} to' Formi, adminiftred the: Oath co 'the 
Witneſks, which is always done with much Solemnity .and/Gravizs 
ty in Scordand,, their Conſciences began to rebound ; and upon: Exa+ 
mination, they ſolemnly declared that they knew nothing againſt 
Sir- Hugh Campbel, Which :ruck Sir Geo. Mackenzie and the Court 
with Confuſion ; and all the Spe&tators ſhouted for Joy, crying out, 
That it: was the Hand of God. Whercat, Sir George Mackenzie being 
enraged, bellow*d out, That he never heard of ſuch 4 Proteſtant Roar, 
but at the Trial of the Rebel Shaftsbury. However, the Jury being 
ſhut up, return'd in a little time, and brought the Priſoner in, Not 
Gwilty, His Council pleaded, vu according to Law he might be 


dil- 
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diſcharged at the Bar : Which my Lord-Chief-Juſtice and Sir George 
Mackenzie refuſed, the latter being the King's Advocate, or Attor- 
ney-General ; and alledging, that he ſhould find: both- Sir Hugh the 

Father, and Sir George. the Son, guilty of High-Treafon in-Eng- 
land. Whereupon Sir Hugh was remanded to Priſon, and an In- 
dictment exhibited againſt both Father and Son, to appear before 
- the Parliament ; wherein the Duke of Qeensbury was to be Commi(ſ- 
fioner, who was as zealous for purſuing the Priſoners as any. The 
next Thing which the Proſecutors took in hand, was, to bring 
down ſome of the Engliſh Evidence, who pretended to diſcover 
the Plot at London; and accordingly they were fent down 'in' one 
of the King's Yachts. And-by the Artifice of the Profecutors 
brought into the Company of the Prifoners, who neither Knew 
thein nor their Deſign. . TheEvidence being examined before the 
Secreb Coucit, and- not being able to fay-any thing againſt the'two 
Gentlemen, they were ſent for London again in the Yacht.” Aﬀer 
this "the: Duke'of. Queenzbury, Earl of Perth, Sir George Mackenzir, 
. and others of the' FaRion, 'tampered with the Priſoners own Coun- 
fel, to adviſe them.to caſt themſelves upon the King's Mercy, uſing 
for Argument, That the. Parliament '\ would condemy them, though In- 
nocent ; and that they . knew: there was no' Appeal from their Sen- 
tence: and therefore if they would caſt 'themſelves on the King's 
Mercy, they would .be ſure to procure a Remiſſion, and a goed 
part of their Eſtate. But Sir George abſolutely refuſed to- 
caſt himſelf on the Mercy of either King or Parliament, becauſe he 
knew.it was ſought for only to be an Evidence of » Plot, whereof 
they were altogether Innocent. After which they  &parated Sir 
George from his Father, and ſhut bim up without Pen; Ink, or Pa- 
per ; and ſo kept him in cloſe-Priſon for ten Days ; But finding they 
could not prevail, they dealt with his Father to perſwade him; 
and fo returned him again to his. Father's Room; where being con- 
tinvally dealt with, by Perſons of Quality, who were loth to ſee 
the Family ruin'd, and did urge, that he would certainly bring his 
Father, and himfelf both,. to. the Block 3 he anſwered, That he 
was wiiling to ſacrifice his own Eife, fo his Father might be pre- 
ferv'd:. And finding that that could not be done, without caſtin 
himſelf on the King's Mercy, he was prevaiFd with todo it. An 
m—_ theic Lives were ſaved, yet moſt, if not all their Eftates were

I cannot omit one Particular more, viz. "Fhat the ſaid Sir G.Mae- 
&k-nzie having a mind to ingratiate himſtlf with the faid Mm

fince the Revolution, he did ſeriouſly tell him, that he ſwore the Evi- 
dence three times (on their Knees) in his Chamber, that they ſhould 
Swear what they were taught againſt his Father ; and hop'd God 
would forgive him! *" > 

Now | appeal to the Reader, whether ever a Piece of blacker [n- 
juſtice was tranſated, for the Kind, on this ſide Hell ; and whe- 
ther our Prelatical Adyerſaries have reaſon to boalt of thoſe Mens 
Vertue, Worth, and Piety, who were principally concerned ? And 
_ whether any Credit can be deſervedly given to Sir George Mackenztie's 
Relation of Matters of Fact, from which he deduces Arguments to 
juſfify the Severity of the late Reigns sgainſt us, wherein he himſelf 
was the Proſecutor, and {9 deeply engaged, as appears by his own 
Confeſlion. Now, 1 ſay, whether his Defence of Charles the Se- 
cond's Government, writ ſince the Acknowledgment aforeſaid ; or 
the Parliament of Scotland, who in their Claim of Right complain 
of thoſe things which he defends, ought to be beſt believ'd, let 
thoſe who are unbyaſs'd judg. And ſeeing thoſe two Inſtances of
